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REFUSED TO DISSECT CORPSE 
OF A GALLANT CONFEDERATE 


Charlotte, N. C., March 4.—Inspired 
by sentiment for the “lost cause,” stu- 
dents composing the senior class of the 
medical department of the University 
of North Carolina today firmly refused 
the regular routine of instruction in 
the dissecting room because the sub- 
ject for dissection was the corpse of a 
hero of the war between the states— 
the late Captain Edward Benton, of 
Raleigh. Backing the students in their 
stand, and declaring that the needs of 
humanity did not resuire the carving 
of the body of a follower of General 
dee, Dr. S. Mangum, professor of 


anatomy, passed around the hat for a 
collection, and later, followed by the 
student body, the remains of the gal- 
lant veteran were borne to the Con- 
federate lot in the Chapel Hill cemetery 
and given ,Christian burial. The Con- 
federate fits was planted at the head 
of the grave, and the obsequies were 
conducted in a blinding snowstorm. 
Captain Benton committed huicide at 
the Soldiers’ home in Raleigh Saturday, 
and left a will turning over his body 
to the university college for dissection. 
He was connected with the famous

Postmaster Lewis did not appreciate 
being singled out for departmental 
prosecution, when others were permit- 
ted to go free. He charged that Tru- 
man H. Aldrich, postmaster at Bir- 
mingham, had held held caucuses in 
his office inthe’ postoffice building 
the night befdre the republican com- 
mittee met, and that many postmasters 
and other federal officials were pres- 
ent. When the committee met and 
sixteen voted to indorse Mr. Roosevelt 
and eleven opposed that indorse- 
ment, Mr. Aldrich got up and left 
the hall, shaking his fist at a*member 
of the committee and saying:

Postmaster Lewis's letter was 
Postoffice Inspector W. J. Marles, re- 
plying to the inspector's charge that 
he had been guilty of political activity 
in December, 1910, and May, 1911.

Lewis began his letter by saying 
that Marles had appeared in Birming- 
ham two days after he (Lewis) had 
voted for resolutions indorsing Colonel 
Roosevelt. Marles arrived, he said, at 
the time when a political meeting was 
being held, and when “it was a matter 
of public notoriety that federal office-

Postmaster at Convention. 

Among other things, Lewis charged 
that Postmaster Aldrich and two of his 
letter carriers attended a county con- 
vention as delegates. Aldrich attended 
a meeting of the republican. district 
committee, the letter says, and this is 
Lewis’ version of what happened: 

“When it was developed on the roll 
call that sixteen members of,the com- 
mittee stood in favor of jindorsing 
Roosevelt for president, and eleven 
members were opposed, with those 
elevén members, Aldrich withdrew 
from the floor of the committee, and at 
the time ot his withdrawal, became so 
excited that he shook his fist at a mem- 
ber of the committee, and stated that 
he ‘would settle with him outside.’ \In 
addition to this, Aldrich has been writ- 
ing letters to postmasters and others 
over this district endeavoring to line 
them up tin opposition to Colonel 
Roosevelt and in favor of President 
Taft. 

“If you are

along proper and legitimate lines, you 
Can easily ascertain, and I shall fur- 
nish you with witnesses from whom 
you can ascertain the facts, that on 
the morning before the meeting of the 
committee in Birmingham, two post- 
masters, N. L. Wilson, of Blocton, Ala.,, 
and M. C. Fuller, <of Centerville, Ala., 
members of the committee, came to 
the law office of Judge Oscar R, Hund- 
ley, Birmingham, where A. Elam, 
a member of the committee from Bibb 
county, was in consultation with 
Hundley and other friends of Colonel 
Roosevelt, when they requested a pri- 
vate interview with Elam, and Judge 
Hundley tendered a room in. his office, 
where they could have their private 
interview. Thereupon these two post- 
masters, by persuasion and promises 
of official favor, endeavored to get 
Elam to change his allegiance to Colo- 
nel Roosevelt and side with them, in 
their effort to have this committee in- 
dorse the candidacy of President Taft.”

It 
deserves a broader and more epic application. For it epitomizes 
half a century of paradoxical political relations between the south 
and the democracy, which the south must repudiate or repudiate 
its manhood. Read the lines and see how accurate is the state- 
ment : 

“Every time I come to town, 

The boys keep kickin’ my dawg aroun’; 

Makes no difference if he is a houn’, 

They gotta quit kickin’ my dawg aroun’.” 

The south has been carrying its “hound” to the democratic 
national conventions ever since the war. Fidelity, sagacity, keen- 
ness, that sort of loyalty that will starve and suffer any amount of 
kicks and cuffs from outsiders; that guards savagely the interests 
of friendship; that stays steadfast when all others have leit the 
breach—these are the sort of attributes the southern democratic 
hound has been bringing “to town” every four years since re- 
construction. 

With few exceptions, the southern democratic hound has sup- 
plied most of the electoral votes for the party since the civil war. 
From that practical standpoint which requires that a political or- 
ganization in this country must provide electoral votes before it can 
be considered seriously as a political organization, the southern 
democratic hound has meant the democratic party.

If we write ourselves down as unworthy of 
aught else but kicks and cuffs, politically speaking,

If you will take the trouble to in- 
vestigate the muricipality of Rich- 
mond, a city which has heretofore al- 
ways been classed by the papers of 
your city as unprogressive, you wil) 
find among the things there that At- 
lanta needs the following: Street car 
tickets at all times six for 25 cents, 
labor and school tickets at 214 cents 
each, universal transfers and as good 
Street car service as any in the coun- 


try. Two markets, one in the central 
portion of the city and another on 
the east side; municipal ownership of 
all public utilities, such as gas, water 
and electric Wght; 90-cent gas and a 
possible reduction to 80 cents, which 
is now under consideration; and last, 
but by no means least, a municipal 
commission form of government, which 
goes into office January 1, 1913. ° 

If you will take the trouble to 
vestigate these things I have men- 
tioned, and after being “shown,” give 
these facts to your readers without 
any unnecessary additions, it will be 
of great benefit to the. Atlanta peo- 
ple, who, according to the papers of 
your city, certainly do not want an- 
cient and sleepy Richmond to be more 
up with the times.

MOVING PICTURE AUDIENCES 


Atlanta stands in the forefront of 
American cities in the matter of safe- 
guarding audiences in motion picture 
theaters, and her ordinances regulating 
such amusement places are among the 
best in the country, according to an 
article in the current number of Case 
and Comment, the lawyers’ magazine. 

Henry C. Spurr, of the Rochester, 
N. Y., bar, is the author of the article, 
in which he takes up all sides of this 
new amusement which has the largest 
patronage of any, and likewise the 
most helpless in case of fire, owing to 
the preponderance of women and chil- 
dren.. “It is estimated,” he says, “that 
the cinematograph has created 15,000,- 
000 new theatergoers in the United 


States in the last ten years; that there 
are 12,000 of these places in the coun- 
try; that more than 4,000,000 persons 
£0 to see the silent actors; that of the 
whole theatergoing public 80 per cent 
belong to the motion picture class. 
“Do you know what happens when a 
match is touched toa piece of celluloid? 
It instantly vanishes in a puff of flame 
and smoke. It burns with explosive 
force. Thousands of feet of this quick- 
burning film are whirled before the 
lenses. of the machines in every theater 
every day. Heat and HNght are in close 
proximity to an explosive material. It 
needs only a little carelessness to bring 
them together. The motion picture 
booth is like the magazine of a battle-

“There is much greater likelihood of 


fire in a motion picture theater than 


in an ordinary theater. The possibility 
of escape is usually much less. The 
proprietors know § it, but’ suitable 
buildings cost money. Those who pay 
» cents do not know it. They need 
protection. It is the duty of the public 
authorities to see they get it.” 

Then taking up the legal regulations 
of such theaters, and the precautions 
required for the safety of the public, 
he finds that in Jacksonville the ordi- 
nance is “entirely inadequate’; in Chat- 
tunooga and Galveston “no motion pic- 
ture ordinance’; in Memphis an ordli- 
nance providing regulations which are 
not stated and a board of supervisors, 
and in Maryland a state law requiring 
licensing of operators. 

In Atlanta, however, there is an “or- 
dinance requiring licensing of cinema- 
tograph operator; provides for wiring 
under the direction of the city elec- 
trician; for the fireproofing of the ma- 
chine booth; for lighting; *for exits; 
for stationary seats, width of aisles; is 
a fuir ordinance in this respect, but 
fails to provide for proper buildings. 
An ordinance also requires the building 
inspector, the superintendent of electric 
affairs and the chief of the fire depart- 
ment to pass upon all applications for 
permits for the erection of new thea- 
ters.”’ 

“You are to be congratulated on hav- 
ing one of the most complete ordi- 
nances for the censorship of motion 
picture theaters in the country,” writes 
A. W. Russell, editor of Case and Com- 
menf.

It was thought 
that suffragettes might attempt to 
damage the pictures.
